C h ic a g o , Dec. 'ii.—In tho case of the 
fiendish butchery of Max Mantwill in the 
basement of his own house the police are 
more mystified than they were an hour 
after the murder. 
The caso grows in in­ 
terest and promises to reveal the history 
of a conspiracy to do the poor Prussian to 
his death, with tho widow perhaps figur­ 
ing as the chief conspirator. 
This awful 
thought is the one which appeared most 
reasonable to the officers engaged on the 
caso up till last night. 
Mrs. Mantwill can 
speak English but very little. 
During her 
examination by Capt. Sehuttler and Lieut. 
Ripley she acted as if her husband’s death 
were no more to her than tho death of a 
neighbor’s dog. 
An examination of the premises makes 
the woman’s conduct more unexplainable. 
Nothing but a layer of boards separates 
the basement from the room above. 
A 
whisper can almost be heard above. Low 
voices would sound as plainly as if in the 
next room. 
The grating of a foot on the 
cinder floor was heard distinctly. 
There 
can bo no doubting the fact that the death 
struggle was plainly heard by the wife. 
Charley Eberling, 
a former boarder, 
who now admits to having been intim ate 
with Mrs. Mantwill, is still under arrest. 
Although he is no longer suspected of 
having committed the deed, he is being 
held so as to get further facts from him 
which he is supposed to be concealing. 
The relations sustained between Eberling 
and Mrs. Mantwill were such as to fur­ 
nish no motive for getting rid of the hus­ 
band. 
He did not seem much In the way 
as it was. 
A clew considered possibly more likely 
to furnish a motive for the crime is found 
in the report that Mantwill was cognizant 
of foul play in connection with a dead 
man found in the north branch Sept. 
24. 
M antwill was employed at the North Chi­ 
cago rolling-m ills at the time the unknown 
was taken from the river. 
The latter had 
an ugly cut on the head, enough probably 
to produce death. 
Certain hands testified, 
it is understood, that the m an’s death was 
due to an accident, and the coroner’s ver 
dict was returned accordingly, 
exonera­ 
ting the company from all blame. 
It 
seems, however, thac Mantwill had been 
an 
eye-witness 
to 
a row 
between 
two 
of 
the men and 
the stranger, 
and 
he 
began 
to make trouble by 
telling w hat he knew. 
He announced 
that the cut en the m an’s head had been 
made and then the body afterw ard tossed 
into the river. 
A witness, whose name 
cannot yet be given, has been found who 
■aw the two rolling-m ill hands quarreling 
w ith Mantwill. 
They spoke Polish or 
German, he could not tell which, but he 
could understand some of their oaths and 
gqt the rest from M antwill later. Shortly 
after th at Mantwill had to leave, finding 
employement during the last two months 
a t odd jobs in coal yards. 
This clew 
seems a strong one. 
Another reason for 
thinking there may be something in 
comes from the fact th at all the police 
who have examined the body, 
w ith the 
thirty-five stabs, pronounce it a Polish 
murder.

much affected. 
Collections are ‘only fair’ 
a t many western points, ‘hardly satisfac­ 
to ry ’ a t Cleveland, ‘unpleasantly slow’ at 
Milwaukee, 
where much excitement is 
caused by a heavy failure a t Fond du Lac, 
and small failures have become alarm ing 
ly frequent. 
“ The general tenor of reports is by no 
means unfavorable. 
The volume of trade 
continues larger than a year ago. 
Clear 
ings outside of New Y ork are still about 
I per cent larger than last year, 
and 
railroad earnings show a handsome in­ 
crease. 
“ The exports in November appear to 
have exceeded those of last yer.r by nearly 
or quite $30,000,0,)0. 
But since Dec. I the 
export trade has been a little smaller. 
Money is still close here at G per cent on 
call; comparatively easy a t Cleveland 
unchanged but with liberal demand a t 
Chicago; close at Kansas City, but in suf­ 
ficient supply for legitim ate business at 
W estern and Southern points generally.

State Land company against the Maxwell 
Land Grant Company; also the Maxwell 
Land G rant Company against Vincente 
Pucteca and others. 
Judge Brewer de 
cided in favor of the Maxwells. 
The de­ 
cision is long but comprehensive. 
By re 
citing the conditions of the grant to Beales 
and the laws governing in Mexico Judge 
Brewer finds that Beales had no title tc 
any land except what was set off to him 
by the 
Mexican 
government. 
Beales 
claimed and deeded the entire tract of 
land granted, and his titles are void ac­ 
cording to Judge Brewer’s opinion.

not believed the case will stop short of the 
United States Supreme court.

OCR RELATIONS IO TUR CRIM­ 
IN A L CLASS. 
A fiw days ago Mr. Charles Dud' y 
Warner delivered an address before the 
Twentieth Century Club, of Chicago,od 
the subject, “Our relations to tho Crimi­ 
nal Class.*' The address was not pub­ 
lished in fall, but the following para­ 
graph from one of the Chicago papers* 
reviewing Mr, 
Warner’s p c e itio D , will 
give a fair idea of bis opinion on the 
general olass of criminals: 
Mr. Warner seems to have put from 
him ell sentiment in the consideration 
of the criminal data, giving himself up 
wholly to the scientific spirit, now so 
nearly sllpervasive throughout the in­ 
tellect aal world 
With a few unimport­ 
ant exceptions, a few bankers and other 
sporads of that sort, the criminal is a 
man who bas chosen crime as bis pro­ 
fession, deliberately and for life, the 
same as others 
choose law, 
medi­ 
cine, journalism, the stage or 
the 
pulpit. 
It 
suits 
their 
taste. 
The very risks they run are fascinating. 
To ski*t along the edge of prison walls, 
eluding chase and defying the blood­ 
hounds of the law, is precisely what to 
them makes life worth living. Left to 
themselves, in the ordinary oanrse of 
events they will never reform. 
They 
may be at large, or they may be in pris­ 
on , it is all one. To them crime is at 
once vocation and avocation. The pris­ 
on may be a place of torture or a luxur­ 
ious palace, reform is equally out of the 
question rn .the ordinary oourae of things. 
Mr. Warner spoke in the highest 
terms of the Elmirs, Sew York, jeform- 
atary, an institution in whioh Jhe inde­ 
terminate sentence law has been adopted. 
But Mr. Wamei’s compaiison cf the El­ 
mira reformatory with the penal institu­ 
tions t f the country, is not a fair one. 
The Elmira reformatory is designed 
more especially for young men or boys 
who have committed their first offence. 
Those who go there are not professional 
criminals. They have become criminals 
ucder peculiar 
temptations, and as 
a matter of course, are more easily influ­ 
enced by the spirit of kindness, and by 
the opportunities they have for stndy 
and social improvement, than the aver­ 
age criminal. The records do not show 
that there ore more '‘reforms” accom­ 
plished at Elmira than there are in any 
cf the fairly well managed industrial, or 
re farm schools, m other states; and it 
has been sail, bat with how much truth 
we cannet say, that in almost every 
state prison in the west, some of the El­ 
mira graduates will be found. 
Bat this does not slander that institu ­ 
tion, neither is it in anywise unkind to 
Mr. Brockway, the manager, for there is 
no reformatory institution in the oountry, 
that oan make good boys oot of all the 
material it has to deal with. Heredity 
has done its work ia many oases, and 
has done it badly, and the reform need­ 
ed in every particular is out cf the reach 
cf snob institutions. But the Elmira 
reformatory aud scores c f reform school?, 
are doing a good work in the way of re­ 
forming youthful criminals, and rn that 
direotioajhe signs are full of promise; 
Bat the mere sober and difficult prob - 
lam to a a1 va is “ Our Relations to the 
Criminal class who find their way into 
elate prisons,” men who are that* for the 
second or third or fourth tim*, rjn d there 
are great numbers of those?

son. Any 6entimenUlity showered on 
the average convict, is not only wasted, 
but it does positive harm.

By Mr. Vest—For the holding of the 
world’s fair in St. Louis. 
Mr. Morgan called np his joint resolu­ 
tion recognizing the United States of 
Brazil as a free, independent and sovereign 
State and spoke at length on the subject. 
Remarks were made by Senators Ingalls, 
Sherman, Evarts, Teller and Call in op­ 
position to the resolution, and by Sena­ 
tors Eustis and McPherson in its favor, 
and the vote on a motion to refer the res­ 
olution to the committee on foreign re­ 
lations assumed a party aspect, the Demo­ 
crats voting against the motion with the 
exception of Senator Call. The tenor of 
the remarks by Senators opposed to the 
resolution was that Brazil was no repub­ 
lic by the voice of the people, but by the 
proclamation of a few leaders, and when 
her people proclaimed her a republic they 
ware ready to lend her all aid and sym­ 
pathy, and a yea and nay vote was called 
on the motion to refer the resolution to 
the committee on foreign relations and 
which resulted in no quorum, and the 
resolution was laid over and the Senate 
then went into executive session.

“The Waverley” is the name given the 
new three-atory building just completed 
at Nos. 5 and 7 North Main street, by 
Hon. Hiram Merrill. There are in JaneE- 
ville many handsome and substantial 
business blocks, representing much en­ 
terprise and the expenditure cf capital 
on the partjof theirjrespective owners. The 
Waverley[is surrounded by acme of these 
buildings, and 
therefore does 
not 
show its 
architectural 
beauty and 
expensive finishing ss it 
would if 
placed 
on 
some prominent 
cor­ 
ner; 
but located bb it is no 
one 
passing on either side of the street can 
help noticing bud admiring its handsome 
front of red pressed brick, red sand 
atone trimmings, end targe beautiful 
oreil bay windows, one beingsnrmounted 
by alarge dome like tower extending 
some thirty feet above the roof. 
The 
architecure! design being a combina­ 
tion cf the East India Moorish. 
Large plate glass is used unstintingly, 
especially in the oreil windows, which 
lend their unique shapes and trimmings 
to add beauty to the whole,formmg un 
doubtedly the handsomest front .of any 
business block in the city. The Waver­ 
ley is one cf the best constructed blocks 
in the city, from the basement to the 
roof, being complete and solid in every 
detail. The plans were drawn by Mr. 
Geo. K. Colling, who bas superintended 
the construction, whioh[is;evidenoe that 
the workmanship as well as the material 
is the best. 
There are two large and commodious 
basements, being 22x90 in size, these aie 
lighted by means of Hyatt lights placed 
in the sidewalks, and the ordinary win­ 
dows in the rear, which serve to give 
nearly as good light as in the ordinary 
stores on the ground floors. 
Next are two magnificent store roome, 
122x90, with eleven foot ceilingp, full plate 
glass fronts, and fitted throughout with 
first class shelving, water closets, etc. 
The second and third floors have been 
laid out io a suite cf modern flats—four 
in nember, two on each floor, eaoh being 
a duplicate of the other, even as to fin­ 
ishing.

It is understood that Mr. Merrill intends 
sending it back to the manufacturer for 
exchange. At the top cf this stair case 
is a equaro open court, doors leading to 
the private vestibules and hallways of 
the snits of fists on cither side, and a 
stair case leading to the flats above. This 
court extends to the roof and is covered 
by a large skylight, in which i9 placed a 
ventilator, operated by.’ropes attached to 
valves, whioh are accessable from either 
floor. Ibis oourt is lighted in the day 
time by means of the skylight and in the 
evening by gas jets. 
Eaoh suite consists of a parlor with 
the large bay windows baok parlor,whioh 
by means of large sliding dc ors o rn be 
thrown open in connection with the 
front, forming onejlarge room; two alee 
ing 
rooms, a 
dining 
room, 
kitchen, a water-closet, wash room and 
bath room combined; also a private ball 
way, and a closet in connection with eaoh 
room, besides a large vestibule adjoining 
tho front parlor. The front parlor bas 
also a fire-place, enameled tile hearth 
and facing, the mantel being beeohfic 
ished in oil. The finishing cf all the 
rooms is in natural wood; the doors are 
all of twc-moh stuff, the middle and 
upper panels being plate glass.
